STOESSEL TO STARVE. 


Gallant Defender of Port Arthur Is at 


Mercy of Japanese. 


Toklo. Dec. 10.—The destruction of 


the Rtifirlun fleet marks the end of 
Ktrlous fighting at Port Arthur. The 
garrison will be simply starved out. 
The main object of the siege was the 
destruction of the fleet. 


There will be no necessity to keep 


a large army before Port Arthur. It 
Is believed that at least 50.000 troops 
will be sent to reinforce 
Oyanm's 


army on the Shakhe.

time of the Savior 
and containing 


the tombs of Raphael and the Italian 
kings; tint tomb'of Hadrian with Its 
great square base and circular maus- 
oleum, once surmounted by a missive 
cone of bronze; the theatre of Mar- 
celhis, built by Augustus; the colt- 
fount of Klavlnn ampIUuatro, another 
quarry for the Rome of the Popes. 
overgrown with trees and a tliousand 
different shrubs In the time of Byron; 
tho temple of Castor, and Pollux In 
the forum; the great arch of Con- 
st ant Ine; and the arch of Trajan In 
routhem Italy, mirroring like a bill- 
board tho conquests of the emperor; 
the temple, of Vesta at Tlvoll, near 
Koine, under which He the caverns 
ami mysterious disappearing 
catar- 


acts of the river Anlo; all these en- 
chanting ruins and many others worn 
visited, and even the 
fountain of 


Trevi, Into which the tourist tosses 
n coin to Insure his return some day 
to the Eternal City, was not overlook- 
ed. 


The Arch Is The Motif 


Approaching Home from the south, 


the llrst ruins that great the travel- 
er's eye are gaunt, haunting hits of 


. antiquity—the rumnants of the Claud 


fan aqueduct which long before the 
Christian era brought water to Home 
from the hills, forty and sixty miles 
away. These aiiitedticls were carried 
on high arches, and were passed over 
the city gates, tho water (lowing on 
a gentle Incline many feet above the 
surface of the earth. Here we find 
the principle of the arch put to a 
practical use. 
This principle was the 


keynotu' or motif of Homaii building. 
The 'JSgyptlans and Assyrians knew 
It, but neglected It In 
their great 


works. The Greeks never got further 
than beams supported 
by pillars. 


Hut the Konmns used the arch, and 
by IIK aid were enabled 
to cover 


great distances, with comparatively 
fragile material. 
Oh one 
of 
the 


slopes of the Esqulllnc hill, where a 
cave-In had occured many years ago, 
the guide permitted his company to 
gaze In at the great Itoman sewer— 
the cloaca maxima, built 
In three 


tiers of arches by Tarqulnlus Super- 
bits. 
Graceful, 
drooping vegetation 


of figs and moneywort and maiden 
hair fern had over-run the historic 
masonry and, It presented 
a 
very 


beautiful picture. 
This great sewer 


had borne a great part In the history 
nf Home because without It, the low 
forum which It drained, would never 
have been jxisslblp. 


Love of the Ornate 


Greek art hail Us beautiful oxter 


lors but ItH structural limitations per- 
mitted only small Interiors. The arch 
remedied this latter dcflcency for Ho- 
man art anil gave to the building a 
solid., strong, and dignified appear- 
ance. But a love of display led the 
Homans tt> over-lay, their 
exteriors 


with superficial 
Greek 
ornaments— 


entablatures, Greek cornices, and en- 
gaged columns—which had no work 
to perform other than to "stick on" 
and therefore nothing lo do with the 
structures. 
Of this Hnskln bitterly 


complains. 
Yet a splendid display 


was secured and the, tendency Is still 
strong In our own day. 
Imagine the 


St. Louis fair without this method. 
1'resldent Francis anil his helpers did 
not show how their buildings were 
litillt. but covered up the handicraft 
with ornament. 
So. as we trod up 


and down those pln.zas, we saH: "It 
Is the triumph of Itome!" The Chi- 
cago fair was the trlijmph of Greece. 
The Su. IxHils exposition depended 
on the aid anil organization of many 
forms of construction. 
It was pom- 


IKUIS anil grandiose In Its general ef- 
fect. 


Orders of Architecture 


Hack In Egypt we must go for the 


pimple column with Its tinting and 
the !onn architrave. 
Thin passed to 


Greece and was also developed 
In 


Ktruria. 
The Ionic order was bor- 


rowed from Greece which borrowed 
It from the Orient. In the capital an 
attempt is made to Imitate the open- 
ing of (lowers. 
The Human Doric 


Corinthian with Its capital of colled 
acanthus and tendrils was more elab- 
orate than tho Greek. Tho composite 
was a style of capital used only In 
Home. 
It was a rumbinalion of' the 


Ionic and the Corinthian, as In the 
capitals In the front of tho .lanesvllle 
post-otllce building. 
There came n 


I Imp when there was a tendency to 
Infuse life Into these geometrical prin- 
ciples and we lind instances where a 
statue of one of the gods Is used In 
place of tho. rosette in those compo- 
site capitals. So here we havo a be- 
ginning of what was afterwards one 
of the tendencies of the Gothic archi- 
tecture. 


Materials Used 


In building the reticulated, opus 


inccrtum. and opus nrtlculatum forms 
were used. 
I'epper-stone and tufa 


from the volcanoes and volcano pow- 
der which combined with lime made 
tho most excellent hydraulic cement, 
formed the materials. 
The masonry 


was generally overlaid with stucco 
made from line marble mixed with 
iig-iill and on this tho marble orna 
nients were overlaid. 
When the mar 


hlc was taken on* these buildings the 
masonry decayed. • 


Present-Day Tendencies 


There is a movement in I'arls am 


Brussels, in Cleveland and Buffalo, to 
evolve nil art nouveait. The Gerinai 
rooms at the exposition were differ 
out Irom anything we have ever had 
Yet It Is probable that our public 
buildings at least will continue to re 
mind us of the great structures o 
Home.
